Storm Drain

Work on the Walteria Lake
storm drain in Torrance has
been completed and the proj-
ect will be in service during
the coming winter wet sea-
son, Supervisor Burton W.
Chace has disclosed.

The project was supervised
by M. E. Salsbury, chief en-
gineer of the County Flood
Control District, under terms
of a $975,724 contract award-
ed two years ago to Radco
Construction Co. Inc., Los
Angeles.

Chace said work included
construction of a retention
basin and pump station north-
west of 236th Street and
Hawthorne Avenue. A drain-
age line was installed from
the pump station west in
236th to an existing drain at
Madison Avenue

The facility was financed
as part of the $225 million
storm drain bond issue of
1958, Chace said.
